'•The decision of ihc Board of Gov- 
ernor* to rebuild the old Arts Build- 
ing Is perhaps the host news 1 have 
received lor many a day." said Dean Ira 
Mackay of the Arts Facility when nsU. 
cd to comment on rumours concern- 
ing a new home for his Faculty. Yes- 
terday afternoon the Dean was at 
work un plans for l h e proposed edi- 
fice hut willingly sacrificed some time 
to describe the various problems that 
will ha.vc to h c solved. 

Two difficult questions concern the 
front view of the Arts Building and 
the construction or Moysc Ito.ll. How 
fimch can be don c towards maintain- 
ing roughly the prônent site and out- 
,vnrd appearance of the buldlng while 
•.(tempting 'o Incorporate in it ne- 
cessary conveniences? This Is one 
problem that must be solved. 

In the Interior of the new building 
lie désignera meet with a second tfif- 
'iculty. J'rcsent plan? point toward! 
.h n construction of model Demon - 
«'.ration Theatre which will combin» 
i maximum of utility with the great- 
•fi'i Internal beauty and desl;n, mi 
;nr as If consistent .t1«» the funds 
« the disposal of the Board. This will 
ne the Moysc Hall with a seating ca- 
pacity of between four and five hun- 
dred. Ther c is very little likelihood 
rhsit any larger room will be built, 
Dean Maekay statod. There have Ijeen 
mine rumour* 'hat some sort of a 
'omoiunity iheatre that would aceom- 
nodatn elcht or nine hundred -people 
night be built, but 'hese are entirely 
nifounded In the Dean's opinion. The 
doyse. Hall will be a lecture room for 
the larger classes of the Arts Facul- 
ty, and will have special acoustic pro- 
perties which will lessen the strain 
i il a lecturer's voice. 

In lhe Hall will be a model stage, 
fitted for demonstration purposes. 
Its character Is as yet indefinite but 
in all probability It will bo in two séc- 
hons the one neaxer the audience 



Ing .lull able for exhibitions of early 
dramas, while the more distant ,)or- 
tlon can b<« used for plays that need 
elaborate and modern settings. On 
tach side, a/nl in the re.ir. ii is hop- 
t'd, there will be ample space for drt-'S- 
wing and store-rooms of all kind?, 
which might be used, where necessary 
as small class-rooms. 

Dean Mackay was emphatic that no 
definite statements be published, but 
said that with the nios' generous .sum 
of fifty thousand dollars donated, 
such a demonstration theatre, diffi- 
cult though Its construction may be, 
Ib within t£e bounds of possibility. 

The Faculty feel., that the students' 
main concern lies in the lecture and 
craminat ion-rooms, and In this ca- 
pacity the Ball will be In constant 
une. The Kuglish and French Depart- 
ments will find il or the utmost use 
In stagng demonstrations of phases 
of the drama, said Dean Mackay. 

"The proposal to erect a theatre 
with a scaling capacity of eight bun 
dred would not. I think. b e favourably 
entertained". Denn Mackay conk'nucd. 
"There are salient reasons for this. 
The rear portion of the Aits Building 
broadside in the Power House, would 
be entirely unsuitable, as therc is not 
nearly enough rootti". The tin'c will 
eoine when » public assembly and 
convocation hall will be erected on the 
campus, possibly where the McCord 
.Museum now stands. Dr. Mackay 
went on to point out that lhe Arts 
Building .space is distinctly limited 
and it would hardly be in accord with 
tb« terms of the general university 
policy to pre-empt 'his valuable space 
for tin- erection of a theatre for gen- 
eral lise. 

Every offlria.l approached seemed to 
agree with the Idea or a. modern unl- 
vorslty Demonstration Thcnrre. suit- 
able for scholarly lectures and uni- 
versity dramatic experiments, con- 
cluded the Dean. Tiio Moysc Mall

Considerations Suggested 

By Dr. Eve's Lecture On 

Limitations Of Science

In the course of a charming ad- 
dlOKB at lite McG'll Philosophical So- 
lely last Thursday Dr. Kve touched 
n a stimulating way on some Im- 
portant philosophical questions in- 
volved In. and underlying, the appli- 
cation of scientific method. A fund- 
amental one was whether the order 
In science was wholly In the mind or 
in the physical reality. The lecturer 
did not dispute the existence o£ an 
independent reality alt hough hc 
.-■eemcd uncertain jvJviUie? t ii o pro- 
position «bai n-.thing exists but mind 
iii;glit not be true. We are no: con- 
cerned in the following to discuss 
this old. and. as we think, often re- 
luted thesis of Idealism. It may suf- 
fice for the present to remark that 
It Is neither an axiom, nor well 
founded induction; nor is it. so far 
as r am aware, doduclb'.c from any 
established proposition . 

Kospccllng the ba.siw of the order 
tiuil we find In experience, it can 
| mr d]y be doubted that it is not 
wholly in any one individual mind 
or that i l Is not exclusively a men- 
tal affair. If it wcr c then by cogi- 
tation at our desks we should be able 
to discover a 1 lhe laws of Nature 
the various constants of Nature and 
the empirical formulae which go to 
make up the body or the sciences 
physical and psychological. Obser- 
vation and experiment would be sup- 
erfluous. 

An ambitious philosopher like 
Hegel, who represents the extreme 
of logical idealism, thought he could 
proceed in this way, and attempted a 
demonstration of Newton's law in 
which the cube ol the distance lakes 
the piico of the square. The same 
pretentious metaphysician offered a 
demonstration of the law of falling 
bodies in which no reference Is made 
to the spaces, .limes or accelerations 
. The rHeRcliaiV Lord Haldane Is not 
!*■ the. least intern-sled -in .the peri- 
helion of iUtcury, wiuaU for his 



metaphysics is a relatively minor af- 
fair. All this is quite intelligible 
and shows what cannot be supplied 
by purely logical or illogical reason- 
ing, but requires sense perception to 
ascertain. For lhe same reason no 
mcntalist or idealist has been able 
to derive from an analysis of his 
mind the exact amount or the me- 
chanicnl equipment or heal, ir the 
order of Nature were wholly In the 
human mind, (and in whose It would 
be impossible to say) (hen Galle 
must have brought the planet Nep- 
tune to the position in space at 
which he saw II on a certain night 
from th« Observntory In Berlin. 

The universal geometry of Eins- 
tein and his disciples may be able to 
explain ali known systems or forces 
both gravitational and electro-dy- 
namic, although this is still disput- 
ed: but as .leans has recently point- 
ed out there are two outstanding 
phenornona it cannot explain and 
these are, u be atomicity of electric 
charges and the difference between 
negative and' positive electricity. 
Chemistry with its ninety elements 
also lie* outside the grasp of this 
generalised geometry. How can wo 
be certain that there Is no motion 
more rapid than that of light? There 
in no logical reason why there should 
not b«. The velocity of light Is an 
ultimate datum of experience, as- 
certained by observation and experi- 
ment, not by analysis ai the human 
mind. 

How ei'er far back we may push 
our analyses of physical reality 
there will always remain something 
that miiRt. be accepted as a datum 
and known only through our percep- 
tions; hence attempts to solve the 
universe or arrive at ultimate oil- 
gins are fundamentally hopeless. 
The principle of causation itself ex- 
cludes ultimate causes, and hence 
ultimate origins.

course. With the establishment of a 
small "Workshop" In Moyse Hall 
conditions lor the offering of such a 
courso will be idoal. as two or the 
graduates of Baker's Workshop at 
Harvard who are now prominent 
members or the English Depart acr.l 
acre, will be able to give (he reVulis 
of their experience both in the 
establishment of t.hc facilities and the 
presentation of a course in ihe Techni- 
que and Setting of the Drama. A stage 
wi'l probably be installed which can bij 
used for the presentation of revivals 
of both Oie Elizabethan and Itcstora 
lion Rnygo. The dressing rooms of tlie 
stage will soi-ve a double purpose by 
providing much-needed coil fere lice 
rooms Tor lhe first year classes und 
assistants. 

It is in connection with the first 
year classes which have reach od 
numerical propoi'tion which exceeds 
accommodation in the Arts Birildlng 
at. the present time that Moyse Hall 
will fulfil its older fundamental pur 
pose of erection. It is fitting that 
t'.iis hall, eroded in memory of the 
former head or the English .De 
pa riment should -provide accommod* 
tion for bis favourite class — the First 
Year class in English and provision 
will be made for t'.ie comfortable seat 
ing of this and ntiher large classes 'of 
the Faculty for presentation In suit 
able surroundings of the most heavily 
attended lectureH. 

It is for lhe purpose of pi-oviding foi 
these urgent wants of the larger de 
partment.s of the Arts Faculty t'.iat 
Moyse Hall is to be erected and lived 
for Rtrictly academic purposes. Dean 
Moyse himself an well as the late Prof 
Laf leur regretted the lack of such 
facilities and looked forwards to the 
day when 'hey would boconin a. valu 
nblo material asset In the English De 
pnrtmunl at McGill-

DR. BLAND SPOKE 
TO OPEN_MEETING 

Compared Christianity ot 
Jesus and of Paul 

Dr. Bland gave a most inierest- 
I115 address on '.The Christianity ot 
-lestts and the Christianity 0 f Pa.ul" 
to the Wesleyan Theological So- 
ciety last night. 

Dr. Bland opened his lcolure by 
slating "That the greatest offense In 
scholarship is the -blurring of differ- 
ences". He continued that it was 
useless to blurr and try to hldo the 
differences between the teachings of 
Jesu? and of Paul. Dr. Bland main- 
tained that Paul's idea or God was 
one of a co d, hard and merciless 
power who bad to be placated while 
Jesus' pictured God as the Father 
from whom one could expeel for- 
giveness and love. 

Dr. Bland said that modern young 
people could not understand St. 
Paul's idea of God. The speaker 
continued to point out a few of the 
differences between .leaus and St. 
Paul. The |atte,r could see little or 
no good in marriage and to him 
chl dhood was but a synonym for 
silliness. .Icsus on the other hand 
held womanhood and marriage In 
the highest light and lo him a child's 
spirit had that innocence for which 
\vp should all strive. St. Paul had 
a fierceness and Impetuosity to him 
which made him more of a man's 
man while Jesus had a broader 
sympathy and gentleness which ren- 
dered him both a man's and a wo- 
man's man. 

St. Psiii too looked upon Jesus 
more as n sacrifice for our sins and 
taught that though it was desire, 
able to follow Christ in our daily 
life yet if ono believed in Christ 
his salvation in the end was assured 
Christ to him was not so much a 
part of lhe Godhead as a means of 
escape from uur transgressions .Je- 
sus however taught that for salva- 
tion not only was belief in him ne- 
cessary But that it was essential that 
his teaching be carried out in our 
life each day. 

Jesus said that sin always brought 
its own punishment and that the 
only way to escape Is lo have the 
spirit of a |tltle child. The speaker 
went on 'o say that most peop'e aro 
not trying to be lilic Jesus becausr 
they dopend on St. Paul's theory 
and that thus this thoory is lhe 
greatest hinderence the church has 
to encounter. He s aid that H was 
the duty of 'he minister? to teach 
the people to follow Jesus Christ as 
the only way in which to find true 
salvation. 

Dr. Bland closed his speech stres- 
sing this point that the church must 
be bettered and must follow Jesus 
Christ before tho world can be made 
better. 

Dr. Rose introduced the 
Scott Miller, President of 
T. S. thanked Dr. Band 
pressed the gratitude and 
Hon of the nudience. 

Dr. Bland will speak at the Sher- 
brooke Street Methodist Church to- 
night and at Douglas Methodist 
Church to-morrow night.

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A PARTING WORD 



Willi the exception of the Convocation Issue which will be 
published oh April 30, the Daily ceases to exist for the remainder 
of this session and follows in the pathway to obscurity already 
traversed by most of the undergraduate organizations. The few 
activitico that yet retain a spark of life will soon go the way of the 
majority. 'I he executives who were wont' to nourish the activities 
in which they were particularly interested are now beginning to fully 
appreciate the value of time and to utilize the fleeting days |to the 
ocst advantage in the serious pursuit of elusive knowledge. The 
recluse, the athlete, the executive, the scribe, the lover of midnighjt 
irolics and the minions of the social world must of necessity direct 
their energies into a common channel; they must now confine their 
îfforte ito the achievement of the one goal that is ultimately the 
most desirable and best of all and the one which every student, in 
the true sense of the word, seriously hopes to attain. Who in this 
category of types will be most successful in the end, notwithstand- 
ing examination results, is an inexhaustible subject of debate 
between ihc recl.-r.-: arid the executive between tli- 'irst rate athlete 
with a third rate academic standing and the studious individual 
who has a first rate academic and no athletic standing. Mere at 
McGill there arc widely diversified types of people with diversified 
interests and inclinations, and, we hope, few who do not find a 
proper and vital place in the undergraduate structure nor contribute 
anything towards its upkeep. 

A brief survey of the work done by the multifarious organiza- 
tions on the campus and the measure of success experienced by 
them, would indicate that only a negligible minority of students 
can be numbered among the recluses and that very few do not 
consider some form of extra-curricular itraining an essential and im- 
portant phase of college education . A balanced programme of 
studies and extra-curricular activity has been advocated by the 
President of the Council as the ideal aim for the undergraduate. 
Although this ideal has not yet been fully realized there can be 
lijttle doubt that the nearest approach to it ha"s been made this year. 

In athletics, notwithstanding the pessimistic views expressed 
by some few students, McGill this yea r claims the right to first 
place among the four competing colleges. The Red and White 
Revue was an outstanding and unexcelled success. The work of the 
Council has covered a wide field and many plans for furthering the 
interests of the student were carried into effect. The achievements 
of the minor organizations can be compared favourably with those 
of other years. Where success was not pronounced in few cases 
was thisjthe result of insincerity of purpose, loyalty or hard work 
, on the part of the students involved. 

Not without regret do many of us relinquish, temporarily and 
perhaps permanently, the associations of friendship that executive 
work has brougUl . Comradeship has been, and always will be, one 
of the inestimably valuable rewards for those who have assumed 

responsibility in guiding the destinies of undergraduate affairs.

I he publication of interviews with Dean Mackay of the Arts 
Faculty and Dr. Cyrus Macmillan, Head of the English Depart- 
ment, in to-day's issue will be received with marked interest by 
those who have been awaiting the announcement of proposed 
changes to the Arts Building. Since the advocation of a theatre in 
the new auditorium of the Arts Building in these columns yesterday 
it has been brought to light that definite plans in this regard are 
under the consideration of those concerned with the conqlruclion of 
the new memorial Moyse Hall, which is to be a prominent part of 
the new building. Through the foresight of those immediately 
interested, thc projccled plans of Moyse Hall have been made to 
-'ide several features which will remove wants of long 
«>M»i»ding in a number of departments of the university. 
These needs have become vitally evident to both students and 
sjtaff and the probability that they will soon win satisfaction strikes 
a chord of pleasurable appreciation and anticipation in the minds 
of everyone connected with thc university. 

It is hoped that Moyse Hall will fulfill a threefold purpose — 
plans call for the provision of lecture-room accommodation that will 
tax neither lecturer nor student, for large sized audiences of great- 
er small room accommodation, such as conference and discussion 
rooms, and of facilities for a dramatic "workshop" to permit the in- 
troduction of practical study of the present ation of the drama. With 
the commencement of such a course of study McGill would take 
another step forward through the activities of an admirably fitted 
English Department in a sphere in which the standards of the age 
grow more and more exacting. Till now the provision of such 
facilities has been little more than a vague dream. Thc thanks of 
the student body is whole-heartedly offered to those who are de- 
voting their efforts to convert that dream into reality..

nected, and which have shown a. sweat- 
er development than any other branch 
oC philosophy during; the last twenty- 
five years, have liaû a potent influ- 
ence on Hie development of modern 
scientific method, and in turn science 
has reacted most favourably on the 
work of genuine philosophers, who arc 
no' longer of the old aprlorl school 
but who havo learnt from the work 
of Hum* and Kant. Of all the great 
philosophers Kant, the disciple or 
Newton, stood nearest to the point of 
view of physical sclcnco which ha 
viewed sympathetically, and his In- 
fluence is to-day clearly reflected in 
the writings of Uddington and White- 
head more especially in the tatter's 
Concept of Nature', and lo a lesser de- 
cree In the works of Poincare. The 
Influence of Hume on Ernst ilach is 
ohvioua. 

The answer to the question wheth- 
er the order of experience Is In mind 
or in Nature is I think this— that it 
is In both. If it were not in the one. 
H would not b c In 1h e other and vice 
versa. The question résulta from a 
tendency to dualism which runs 
through so much of human thought, 
and tho origin of which is fairly ob- 
vious and need not bp commented on 
now. The human mind Is not an en- 
tity to be placed over against Nature, 
H'nce it is Itself ( i product of Nature. 
Notwithstanding; the-- Governor of 
I'eniiesaee, it has gradually developed 
from nn animal forerunner and be- 
come adapted to its physical and so- 
cial environment. Thai there should 
be Koine agreement between Its princi- 
ples and demands and a course and 
arrangement or natural phenomoiia Is 
thus quite Intelligible. Just how much 
Is ;i question for philosophy and sci- 
ence to ascertain. Were Nature n 
chaos it would h unintelligible how 
the bum. m mind could have devel- 
oped as li has. Kant saw this clearly 
when he said against the claims of 
a certain kind of Idealism; it is quite 
conceivable that Nature might have 
icen so constituted that our intelli- 
gence would have remained n dead 
md therefore unknown capacity. 

The system or the sciences, in 
which of eourae psychology is to be 
Included, because since the disap- 
pearance of the soul substance theory 
it is no longer encumbered with an 
Incilulable entity, which will do al- 
most anything you please and yd Is 
more otiose even than the ether, de- 
velop- through a combination of logic 
and aeiisc perception. Without sense 
perception there would probably bo 
no logic. With logic, (including Ma- 
thematics), ther 0 would be no order- 
ed system of our sense perceptions. 
GfUicll was the first to grasp this 
clearly, and is the real founder both 
of the concept of modem scinnce and 
of modern scientific method. 

The progress of pure science - and 
its applications have been so great of 
recent years that no- one can safely 
lay down limits to its advance. Tills 
srenm 'o be Indefinite. One of the 
greatest theoretical advances lias been 
tlie recent siihsumption of concept of 
mass under that of energy by which 
the long outstanding dualism between 
tlie ponderable and the Imponderable 
In physics has been resolved. Anoth- 
er fictitious problem like that of the 
action of tho soul mi the body has 
thus disappeard . If I here be any li- 
mitations of seieiire these consist in 
the logical and experimental enndi- 
tiunn which nre Involved In all sys- 
tematic knowledge. These conditions 
are founded I» the nature of the hu- 
man organism including lt;i powers of 
sensation, and reasoning. 'involvng 
analysis and synthesis), and In the 
actual physical and chemical consti- 
tution of the un verso of which the hu. 
man organism 's a part- But those 
means and conditions of knowledge 
constitute its foundations rather than 
Its limits. >e«Vg that without them 
there would be no science. Science 
gives a simplified account of reality 
But no thinker, except nergson. holds 
tlilat this slmplificaltloiii falsities It, 
and that we are limited by the Umo of 
our intelligence in comparlaon with 
the instincts of certain Invertebrates 
such as ants, bees and wasps, who 
In their operations are not more In- 
fallible than our carpenters and 
plumbers. Bcrgsoi.'s own concept of 
science is extraordinarily limited, and 
he has actually expressed the view 
that ueonietry ... can measure only 
straight lines and not angles. 

Jf only science will remain within 
the sphere of experience and not 
atrlve after tra.nscendonco, We shall 
hear less of its limitations, a term 
which tends lo place the emphasis on 
the -wrong side. The limitation», so- 
called, of science arc for the most part 
the conditions under which it is pos- 
sible. 

Dr. Eve regarded it as a limita- 
tion of Science that U required repe- 
tition of events, That pl«momena can 
be repeated seems to mo to 'be a 
strength, not a weakness of experi- 
mental Science. But can there b e no 
science unless phenomna are repeat-

During his recent visit to McCJlll 
University, f.ic iiltiBtrious physicist 
Dr. Sicsbahn of the ancient Uni- 
versity of Upsala, gave an Interesting 
account of the educational system in 
.Sweden. The reader will readily 
S-a.ther the reason for Uio remarkable 
advances recently made by Scandln 
avian countries owiiig to the'.:- mnirr.i 
flcent system of education. 

Before -proccedins to details It might 
be well to illustrate this point by a 
story. Dr. Puplil discovered n method 
which made long-dlstunce telephony 
possible between such distant places 
as New York and San Francisco. This 
scheme was patented in almost every 
country in the world and the nations 
had to pay royalties for t.he use of the 
method. The Swedes, however, an.1 
the Swedes only, appear to have been 
sufficiently well-informed t 0 know 
t.htit an Englishman, Oliver Hcavisldo 
had several years previously advocat- 
ed this very systom In published 
paper'. It has often been said that 
knowledge is power and certainly in 
ills case Sweden was saved the ex- 
pense of royalties owing to Uielr 
superior knowledge. 

A boy or girl in .Sweden spends three 
years at nn elementary school be- 
tween the aces of f lx and nine. The 
young student* then proceeds for n six- 
years' course at an Intermediate 
school which rota.ina the old name of 
grojnmar-HchwI. All teachers at such 
schools muH .have a University de- 
gree. Between the ace? of fifteen and 
eighteen the boy or girl proceeds to 
l£ic high-schools. w.here all teachers 
must liave the I'll. I), degree . 

Now let us consider the student who 
Is proceeding to .Medicine. He has al- 
ready done all Ills Physics. Chemistry, 
and Mathematics up to the Different- 
ial Calculus, and he completes his 
course of Medicine by eight full year.", 
which Hnmeunics extend to nine. All 
engineering studonls, on the other 
hand proceed to a central engineering 
sc'.ion] at Stockholm for their ynginer- 
Ing instruction. .Most young Swedes

In ordor to gain admit- 
tance io a Univorsity tthey must solve 
at least Eiroe out of seven of the un- 
seen problems. It. will be noted that 
the above system absolutely pre- 
yenté envmmlTMr in -Mathematics, Phy- 
sics, or languages . 

The wihole I«ad of teaching at pre- 
sent endured during the first two 
years et a Canadian or American Uni. 
versity I» Unis placed upon the high 
school*. Indeed the law of Sweden 
forbids any professor to lecture more 
Ui«t» four hours In a week, or a 
tesoher in the high school to tenoh 
more than «bout eighteen ;hours per 
weak. Thus the universities encour- 
age the students to work for and by 
themewlre*. Entrance Into tiie uni- 
versity is a.t the acre of eighteen, and 
£ier« wilt be at. least ei«?ht. and pro- 
batory ten years before the Ph. D. is 
Obtained . 

It will also be noted that In the 
matrlatitetion examination, the exam- 
iners who arc professors of ùho Uni- 
versity, not only sot the papers 'but 
also visit -the schools and ascertain on 
the epot the progress of student.-* and 
Incidenliy tha efficiency 'of Hie teach- 
ers. 

AH comparisons are odious and 
therefore the reader must for his otrn 
opinion as lo (the relative value of t.no 
methods of this system of education 
and of his own system with which he 
is more familiar.
